Ed board to keep coordinators

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District, yesterday, voted to retain four 
subject coordinators despite a staff 
recommendation 
that 
the 
positions 
should be abandoned for economy 
reasons. 
The vote was 4-1 for retention, with 
trustee 
Richard 
K. 
Jacoby 
voting 
against the majority. After the vote, 
Jacoby said he opposed the action 
because, “This dilutes the possibility of 
getting 
full-time 
coordinators.” 
Coordinators have been working part- 
time since the 1973-74 fiscal year in the 
fields of social science, music, art and 
English. A fifth coordinator position for 
physical education-driver training had 
been included with the others, but was 
set aside pending a clarification of the 
post. David Manship who has filled the 
position told the board he had mixed 
feelings about the practicality of the 
combination of extra duties in addition 
to his regular classroom 
teaching 
assignments. 
Supt. Glen Wegner had recommended 
all five positions be abandoned: “In the 
light of the financial deficit confronting 
the district, it is my recommendation 


that the board abandon these positions 
for this coming school year ” An 
estimated $35,000 is involved in the extra 
salaries 


The issue had become an emotional 
one. Teacher groups supported the 
coordinator concept, Robert Thompson, 
director of curricula, closed a written 
appeal 
for 
retention: 
“ ...I 
sound 
somewhat like a prophet of doom and 
many of the activities above, carried out 
by our office prior to the time these 
consultants were hired. However, we 
could not carry out all these tasks fully 
each year if the coordination positions, 
or at least some of them are not filled .”

Thom pson 
recommended 
that 
the 
present 
coordinators 
conduct 
inservice 
workshops during the coming year. 


The trustees listened to all the 
testimony and then voted to retain four 
of the coordinators on the motion of Karl 
Braun and a second by Gail Steiger. 


Earlier, the board seated new trustees 
Barbara Berg and Jack Helman and 
incumbent Braun, all victors in the 
recent election. After that action the 
board got down to the weighty business 
of the day: 


— Elected Gail Steiger, president, 
succeeding 
Braun; 
Jacoby, 
vice 
chairman; Berg, clerk; and Wegner, 
secretary. 
— Heeded the appeal for a later meet­ 
ing hour by Robert Halstead, president of 
the local chapter of the California 
School 
E m ployes 
A ssociation. 
Beginning with the meeting scheduled 
for May 13, the board will meet in the

in 
Central 
Administration Building, 1301 North A 
St. Jacoby pushed for the change from 
the former 3:30 p.m. meeting time. 
— Canceled the April 22 meeting 
because three of the five trustees are 
going to attend a National School Board 
Association meeting in Miami, Fla. 
— Rejected a bid by the Certificated 
Employe Council (CEC), for a three per 
cent cost of living increase. The trustees 
agreed with Jacoby’s declaration that 
“ no cost of living increase is in order at 
this time.” 
— Deferred action on a proposal for 
creation of music centers in each of the 
district’s 13 elementary schools. The 
proposal would cost an estimated $10,000 
over a three-year period. 
— Deferred action on portions of a 
revised school board policy document 
Fired officer cites beating in appeal

An 
attractive, 
young 
former 
corrections officer in the Sheriff’s 
Department has decided to “take on the 
establishment” of the department after 
claiming she was forced into resigning 
her post at the county detention facility 
in Goleta Valley last summer. 
Pleading her case Tuesday before the

Civil 
Service 
Commission, Mrs. Barbara Wagner won 
the first round. The commission, made 
up of four men and one woman, agreed 
to grant her a full-dress appeal hearing. 
An effort will be made to schedule the 
hearing the week of May 5 at the County 
Administration Building. 
Mrs. Wagner testified before the 
commission that : 


— She got into trouble with her 
superiors by reporting the manhandling 
of a male prisoner March 10, 1974, in 
which five male sheriff’s officers took 
part.

— When she felt the affair would be 
white-washed, she made a report to the 
district attorney’s office. 
— Harassment then followed, she 
claimed, with superiors “threatening” 
her with a lie detector test, and with 
dismissal. 
— The harassment included a remark 
in her presence by a deputy sheriff that 
“silicone is a great thing, Barbara. ” 
— She offered a letter of resignation, 
then changed her mind, and was later 
“ terminated.”

Nixon promised Thieu 


U.S. would retaliate 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
Former 
President Richard M 
Nixon made 
confidential promises to South Vietnam 
in 1973 that the United States would 
respond “vigorously” if the Communists 
violated the Paris peace accords, a 
White House spokesman said today. 
The disclosure was made by Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen, who stressed 
that the private agreements between 
Nixon and South Vietnam President 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu 
reflected 
the 
administration's publicly stated policy 
at the time. 
Thieu has charged that the United 
States has reneged on promises made at 
the time the peace accords were signed 
Leaders on Capitol Hill claim they knew 
of no such agreements and Secretary of 
State 
Henry 
A 
Kissinger, 
who 
negotiated the accords, denied that 
secret commitments existed 
Nessen, who claimed to have read the 
secret messages that were exchanged 
between Nixon and South Vietnam 
President Nguyen Van Thieu in 1973, 
declined 
to describe 
the promises 
specifically. 
His statement said: 
“The 
publicly 
stated 
policy 
and 
intention 
of 
the 
United 
States 
government to continue to provide 
adequate 
economic 
and 
military 
assistance and to react vigorously to 
major violations of the Paris agreement 
reflected 
confidential 
exchanges 
between the Nixon administration and 
President Thieu at the time.” 
Nessen said, however, that the law 
passed by Congress on Aug. 15, 1973 
outlawing military activity in Southeast 
Asia “of course ruled out the possibility 
of 
American 
military 
reaction 
to 
violations of the agreement ” 
Nessen 
issued 
the 
statement 
in 
response to a charge by Sen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., that the United 
States had made “ secret agreements” 
with 
the 
Thieu 
government 
in 
connection with the signing of the peace 
accords. 
Ford was in the final stages of 
preparing an address to a nationally 
televised joint session of Congress at 6 
p.m. PDT Thursday. 
Nessen repeatedly stated that in 
substance 
the 
private 
exchanges 
between Nixon and Thieu “do not differ 
with what was stated publicly by the 
Nixon adiministration at the timeof the 
agreement.” 
The White House put out a series of 
statem ents made 
by 
the 
Nixon 
administration in the aftermath of the 
signing of the accords in which Nixon 
stated that violations threatening the 
agreement “would call for appropriate, 
vigorous reactions.” 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and other high administration officials 
have consistently said there were no 
secret agreements between the two 
governments. 
In his foreign policy report of May, 
1973, Nixon said, “ We have told Hanoi, 
privately and publicly, that we will not 
tolerate violations of the agreement.”

LIBSON (U PI)— Portugal’s left-wing 
government has barred the United 
States from using an American base in 
the Azores Islands to supply Israel 
during any new Middle East war. 
But Prime Minister Vasco Goncalves 
has promised to honor all of Portugal’s 
past commitments to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
Goncalves told a news conference 
Tuesday he would prevent the United 
States from using its base on Terceira 
Island in the Azores to airlift supplies to 
Israel in any new war. 


“We will not allow our bases to be 
utilized against the Arabs,” he said 
Goncalves 
said, 
however, 
the 
Portuguese 
government 
intends 
to 
adhere to its treaty with NATO and 
plans to let the United States keep using 
the Azores base. 
The United States used its base in the 
Azores, a chain of Atlantic Ocean

Portuguese mainland, to refuel planes 
carrying supplies to Israel during the 
1973 Middle East War. 
The Arab oil states responded to the 
massive American supply airlift by 
cutting 
petroleum

Reports from Washington said the 
U.S. Air Force has worked out in-flight 
refueling techniques since then to avoid 
the need for stops in the Azores.

Yes, Lompoc does have a museum 
The building which houses the Lompoc 
Museum, the old Carnegie Library built in 1910, 
is in itself a historical monument The museum 
collection is also more extensive than one might 
expect to find in a small town such as Lompoc. 
Lompoc’s museum has been in existence for a 
little over five years — ever since the library 
was moved into its new building and the 
museum 
associates opened 
the doors in 
February of 1970 
In the past two years the museum has been 
involved in extensive remodeling, according to 
George Miller, president of the museum 
associates. 
"We have put in all new showcases,” said 
Miller. "Basically, we’ve brought it up to a real 
attractive place ” 
Last year the downstairs showcases were 
completed. Earl and Anne Calvert of the 
Lompoc Valley Historical Society set up 
displays on the early history of the Lompoc 
VaUey. 
Other downstairs exhibits 
include 
mounted animals native to the area, a display 
on diatomaceous earth and a display by 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
The upstairs, which received new showcases 
this year, is dominated by Clarence "Pop" 
Ruth’s extensive collection of Chumash Indian 
artifacts. This collection, taken from Chumash 
village sites throughout Lompoc Valley, was 
donated to the city by Ruth in 1969 
According to Miller, the building is owned by 
the city but run by a number of interested 
persons known as the museum affiliates. The 
museum receives basic operating costs from 
the city, but any other funding comes from 
benevolent and outright grants. 
Basically all of the recent capital outlay for 
renovation came from grants, according to 
Miller. 
Most of the work was done by 
volunteers. 
"A major strength of the museum is our 
volunteer help,” said Anita Nygaard, museum 
director 
The museum is open from 1 to 5 p.m Tuesday 
through Friday and 1 to 4 p.m. Saturday and 
Sunday. Weekends it is staffed by volunteers. 
Tours are given throughout the week by 
volunteer tour guides and many museum 
displays were made by volunteers. Still more 
volunteers are needed, according to Mrs. 
Nygaard. 
TThe showcases are not the only changes being 
made. Mrs. Nygaard is presently involved in 
cataloging each artifact. She feels this is a 


major step toward recognition as a professional 
museum 
"It will be a big help in research and in 
making the collection more valuable for 
information,” she said. 
Mrs Nygaard is also involved in starting a 
museum library on such topics as native plants, 
diatomaceous earth, wildlife and Chumash 
Indian culture. Anyone is welcome to use the 
books or papers as long as they are kept in the 
museum 
The museum averages 300 visitors a month, 
according to Mrs. Nygaard, though the figure 
varies greatly month to month. Tours can also 
be arranged through Mrs Nygaard Recently 
tours have averaged five to seven a month, 
though this number also varies. 
Big plans are in the mill for the museum, 
according to Mrs Nygaard Along the lines of a 
living museum, she would like to start more 
craft classes in basket weaving, flint knapping 
and bead wort, as well as self-guiding nature 
trails behind the building and construction of a 
replica of a Chumash dwelling. 
Initiation of specialized tours for groups such 
as the blind, the deaf and the mentally retarded 
is another idea the museum director supports, 
along with more tours for adult groups like 
senior citizens Mrs Nygaard would also like 
the museum to have more planned programs, 
films and speakers on the area's natural history 
— perhaps slide programs on Chumash rock art. 
Besides the collections already mentioned, 
the museum has had a number of contributions 
from area individuals. Recent contributions 
include a small copper or brass hatchet found in 
1940 on the original La Purisima Mission site 
and donated to the museum by Bruce Zoller, a 
fossil fish imprint mined from a Lompoc area 
quarry and donated by Paul and Patti Highfill 
and an iron used in branding bee boxes donated 
by George Thompson, son of Herman Thompson 
who was a long-time rancher and apiarist (bee 
keeper). Branding of bee boxes was required by 
law. 
The museum also boasts a replica of a 
Chumash Tomol, or plank canoe, donated by the 
San Diego Museum of Man. A real tomol is 
presently on loan to the Santa Barbara Museum 
from the San Diego Museum 
"A museum can be a big asset to the 
community,” said Mrs. Nygaard 
It’s an 
educational resource. When the community 
really supports the museum it can bring visitors 
into the community.” 
“The mission is a great asset,” she added, 
"But along with the mission the museum is 
important too.”

Ford to ask less than Weyand 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Army Chief of Staff Frederick C. 
Weyand recommended more than $700 million in extra military 
aid for South Vietnam, but President Ford expects to seek much 
less in exchange for more humanitarian aid, administration 
officials said today. 
The officials said Ford was expected to renew his request to 
Congress for |300 million in additional military aid to South 
Vietnam, but they were unable to say exactly how much he would 
seek to help meet the humanitarian needs of that war-torn nation. 
These estimates surfaced at the White House as the President 
prepared to deliver a major foreign policy address to a joint 
session of Congress Thursday night. Ford was to meet with the 
National Security Council todav to discuss the situation 
House Democratic leader Thomas O’Neill told reporters Ford 
had summoned Democratic and Republican leaders to an 
afternoon meeting at the White House Ford was expected to 
outline his Indochina proposal to the lawmakers at that time. 
Weysfnd returned last weekend from a fact-finding mission for 
Ford in South Vietnam The report he gave to the President was 
expected to be made public soon, probably Thursday, in 
connection with the President’s speech. 
But administration officials confirmed in advance that Weyand. 
had recommended that the United States come up with an extra 
1700 million to help the South Vietnamese army in its battle 
against the Communists. 


Ford also was expected to inform Congress of plans for a large 
evacuation of 100,000 to 150,000 South Vietnamese army officers, 
government officials, province chiefs, intelligence operatives and 
defectors who might be subject to Communist reprisals following 
North Vietnamese victories in the south 
The refugees were expected to be sent to Indonesia, the 
Philippines and the United States. 
It also was understood that Ford’s press secretary, Ron Nessen, 
was preparing today to respond to a charge by Sen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., that the United Stares made a “ secret 
agreement” in 1973, promsing certain things to South Vietnam if 
the North Vietnamese seriously violated the Paris peace accords. 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger, who negotiated the 
accords, has denied that any such commitments wer made. 
It was learned meanwhile that Gen. Alexander M. Haig Jr., the 
U.S. military commander in charge of NATO forces, told an 
audience at the Army War College last week that there were some 
secret understandings —apparently intended to convince South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen Van Thieu to sign the accords. 
Haig was"President Richard M. Nixon’s chief emissary to 
Saigon during the last stages of the peace negotiations in 1972 and 
early 1973 
Weyand reportedly told Ford that South Vietnam cannot survive 
without more military assistance from the United States.

Reds wear down Phnom Penh defenses 


PHNOM PENH (U P I) — Government military positions on two 
sides of the Phnom Penh defense perimeter have deteriorated 
further, military sources reported today. Field reports said there 
were several rebel penetrations of defense lines northwest of the 
airport during the night 
The defense lines are now as close as 3.3 miles from the city’s 
airport, a gam of several hundred yards in the inch-byinch 
fighting. But military sources said the insurgents themselves 
were worn down by the past three months of fighting and have 
been unable to mass enough troops to exploit the advantage. The 
sources said there were gaps of several hundred yards in some 
defense positions. 
Another critical situation was reported developing on the east 
bank of the Mekong River facing the capital, and the rebels were 
reported pouring in reinforcements. The rebels there are so close 
they have been able to use short-range mortar and recoilless rifle 
fire on the city for the first time The government now holds only a 
strip of about 3.5 miles along the bank and insurgents are within 


2.5 miles of the city at some points there. 
In political developments, Prime Minister Long Boret met 
again with senior government officials following his return 
Tuesday from a week-long absence in Indonesia and Thailand but 
the government denied Bangkok reports that Long Boret had met 
with Khmer Rouge delegates there. 
Long Boret did discuss the possibility of trying to open talks 
with the insurgents in his meetings with Thai and Indonesian 
leaders, government sources said, but not with the insurgents. 
Some senior government officials here have discussed seeking a 
conditional surrender, but it was considered unlikely that the 
rebels would want to negotiate with a military victory within 
grasp. 
Despite the shelling the emergency American airlift continued 
throughout the day with a total of 33 flights by DC8 jets and prop- 
driven C130 transports. The figure was lower than usual because 
of the closing of Saigon’s airport after Tuesday’s bombing attack 
on the presidential palace there.

conclusions after a painstaking 
examination of Scott's brown- 
stone apartment on Manhat­ 
tan’s Upper West Side 
The disclosure contradicts 
earlier

Hearst might have stayed at 
the apartment after fleeing a 
Pennsylvania 
farmhouse 
rented by Scott and his wife, 
Micki. 
(In

Francisco , 
newswoman Marilyn Baker of 
KPIX-TV told late Tuesday of a 
report that Miss Hearst and the 
Scotts were en route to Algiers 
to seek asylum.

“Most people are getting pretty sick of this,” a Bismarck police 
captain remarked Tuesday as the fourth “winter” storm this 
sprmg swept in on North Dakota, closing most of Interstate 94. 
The blizzard, which swept across the northern Plains, blocked 
major highways, closed schools, threatened livestock and even 
drove snow removal crews to cover. 
In North Dakota, Interstate 94 and U.S. 83 were blocked both 
east and west of Bismarck. Highway crews were forced off the 
interstate east of Bismarck and the major northern east-west 
route was closed across most of the state. 
It was the second day of the storm—which some called the 
worst in recent years—in central and eastern Montana. The storm 
also slugged the Black Hills of South Dakota with up to 15 inches of 
snow and piled 8 inches of snow in the Nebraska Panhandle. 
In South Dakota, winds gusted to 80 miles per hour and blew a 
semi trailer-truck off a highway west of Winner. The driver was 
not injured. 
Schools were closed Tuesday across a broad belt of the Plains, 
and there were scattered instances of power failures in the 
sparsely populated area 
In a quirk of spring, a section of Montana west of the Great 
Divide escaped the blast. There was no* snow on the ground at 
Kalispell, in northwestern Montana, and the city had a relatively 
balmy 43-degree high Monday, while the mercury stood at 16 at 
Cut Bank, east of the divide 
There were 64 inches of snow on the ground Tuesday at West 
Yellowstone, most of it an accumulation of earlier storms. Great 
Falls, the state’s second largest city, had 19 inches. 
In the lower Mississippi Delta Tuesday some 200 families 
remained homeless as floodwaters covered an estimated 37,000 
acres of land. Officials began setting up trailer homes to 
accommodate flood victims. 
The Army Corps of Engineers predicted a total of nearly 600,000 
acres eventually would be inundated

Women to stage protest against 
Church antilib, abortion decree 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
National 
Organization 
for 
Women is planning a “day of 
outrage” 
May 
16—Mother’s 
Day—against a decree by a 
Catholic bishop denying the 
sacraments to women who 
puMicly hold membership in 
NOW or other pro-abortion 
groups. 
The ruling by the Most. Rev. 
Leo 
Maher, 
covering 
four 
SouUiern California counties, 
was made public Tuesday, and 
NOW responded immediately, 
announcig plans for a nation­ 
wide protest. 'The form of the 
protest was not described. 
The bishop sent a letter to 
parish priests throughout his 
diocese — which covers San 
Di^o, San Bernardino, River­ 
side and Imperial counties— 


instructing that it be read from 
the pulpit at all masses this 
Sunday. 
“No person who claims and 
professes views that are con­ 
trary to the teachings of the 
church can claim to be a 
practicing Catholic, nor are 
they to be admitted to the 
sacraments,” the bishop ruled. 
He singled out NOW because 
of what he called “shameless 
agitation’’ in favor of liberal- 
lied abortion laws, calling 
abortion “a serious moral 
crime,” but the ban also 
applies to members of other 
organizations that favor abor­ 
tion. 
The bishop did not excom­ 
municate the women, a much 
more serious action for Cath­ 
olics, but ruled that those who 


were publicly known as mem­ 
bers of such organizations 
cannot recieve communion or 
other 
sacraments and 
are 
barred from taking part in 
church activities. 
NOW accused the bisbq} of 
trying 
to 
’’sp iritu ally 
disenfranchise 
all 
NOW 
members who are Catholic.” 
The San Diego chapter of 
NOW said Tue^ay that the 
group’s Washington headquar­ 
ters is planning a nationwide 
“day of outrage” to be held on 
Mother’s day to protest the 
bishop’s stand.

VATICAN CITY (UPI I - 
The Vatican said today bishops 
have a God-given right to ban 
books ’’attacking the true faith 
or good mores” and authorized 
the Roman Catholic Church 
hierarchy in each country to 
draw up lists of censors 
'The Sacred Congregation for 
the Doctrine of Uw Faith, 
successor to the Medieval 
Inquisition, issued a decree, 
approved by Pope Paul VI, 
strongly reaffuming the need 
for church approval of any 
books dealing with religion or 
morals. 
Approval has been the task of 
national bishops’ conferences 
since the Vatican dkscontinued 
its Index of Forbidden Books in 
1966 as madequate in the face 
of the avalanche of modern 
literature. 
“The Pastors of the Church, 
who are entrusted with the 
mission of announcing the 
Gospel in all parts of the earth, 
have the task of preserving, 
expounding, spreading and pro­ 
tecting the truths of the faith 
and promoting and defending 
the integrity of morals,” Uie 
decree said. 
The decree said any Roman 
Catholic writing a book about 


religious or moral issues must 
clear it either with his own 
bishop or with the bishop of the 
place of publication 
If one bishop has denied 
permission the other must be 
informed, it said 
The decree said every bishop 
has a right to appoint his own 
advisers for the screening of 
books and authorized national 
hierarchies to draw up lists of 
recommended censors to aid 
the clerics. 


The decree also ruled Roman 
Catholics “cannot write in 
newspapers or 
periodicals 
which manifestly and usually 
attack the Catholic religion or 
morals, except (or just and 
reasonable grounds" Priests 
and 
monks 
must 
seek 
permission for their bishops to 
write in such publications 


Southlantj Mafia 
PUC rate hike 


trial begins in LA 
hearings urged 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — A judge ordered an injured defendant 
in the racketeering trial of six alleged Southern California Mafia 
figures wheeled into the courtroom aboard a hospital bed today as 
the government presented its opening arguments. 


U.S. District Court Judge Robert Firth ordered the resumption 
of the trial, delayed six days by the illness of James J. Testa who 
had been hospitalized with what doctors diagnosed as a sprained 
lower back. 
The jury, empanelled last Thursday, has been sequestered in a 
hotel for six days without hearing any testimony. 
The prosecution was to deliver its opening argument today, 
follow^ most likely by the beginning of testimony from its key 
witness, Harry Peter Coloduros. 
Judge Firth denied a motion that Testa’s trial be severed from 
that of the others. He made his ruling after assurances by two 
doctors that it would not harm Testa to come to court in bed. 
Testa and the other defendants, including reputed Southern 
Calfornia Mafia chieftain Peter J. Milano, are accused of shaking 
down businessmen, gamblers, bookmakers and pornographers in 
return for “protection.” 


SACRAMENTO (UPI ) - The 
state Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion would be required to hold a 
hearing before major utilities 
may raise rates u r^ r legisla­ 
tion which won approval from 
an Assembly committee Tuesday. 
The measure (AB498) by 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy, 
R-Hanford,was sent to the floor 
Tuesday on an 11-0 vote by the 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Under current law, utilities 
are required 
to make “a 
showing before the commis­ 
sion” before raising rates, but 
no public hearing is required. 
'The measure would allow the 
commisskin 
to 
approve 
a 
temporary rate increase for 90 
days without a public hearing if 
members of the commission 
found an “immediate neces­ 
sity.” 


DALLAS (UPI) — Elizabeth Carmichael, wanted on fraud 
charges in the proposed manufacture of a “wonder car,” is 
actually a man who has been sought for 13 years on federal 
charges, police said Tuesday. 
“We have confirmed that the automobile company president, 
Elizabeth Carmichael, is a 47-year-old man,” a spokesman said. 
“He was identified as Jerry Dean Michael, who is wanted on a 
federal warrant for jumping bond in 1962. 
“Michael is described as 6-1, 200 pounds, with brown hair and 
having a small visible scar on the left side of his upper lip. He is 
known to have several aliases, Jerry Barrett, Mike Moran, Mike 
Morgan, William Trace Parker and William Richard Raines.” 
Authorities said Micheál was wanted for jumping bond in 
Indianapolis but Dallas police did not know what he had been 
charged with in Indiana. 
“Mrs. Carmichael” was president of the now defunct Twentieth 
Century Motors, which claimed to be getting ready to produce a 
three-wheeled car that would get 70 miles to a gallon of gasoline. 
The company was forced to leave California and moved to 
Dallas. 
The Dallas County grand jury declared the car a fraud and 
indicted the company’s officers on charges of conspiracy to 
commit theft, a felony.

San Diego to lose 223 warships 


Mothball fleet gets final orders 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) — The once imposing eight of 223 warships 
sitting in near readiness in San Diego harbor is at an end. 
The San Diego mothball fleet, kept on standby in case of a major 
war, has been declared obsolete, and June 30 is the date of its 
demise. 
Fewer than 20 remain and they will be gone when the 10 acres of 
piers formerly designated for the fleet becomes available for 
active-duty ships. 
‘*I was aboard four of the ships and have some memories,” a 
representative of the Fleet Reserve Association said, “ but they’re 
taking up caretaker time and expenses and the mothball fleet is 
Outdated and outmoded. The (battleship) New Jersey cost quite a 
bit to reactivate and they only used it for a short while.” 
The closure eliminates lOB m ilitary jobs with an annual payroll 
of $1.7 million and 13 civilian jobs at $¿0,000. The Navy estimated 
in 1973 that the cost of keeping one destroyer in moth balls was 
$100,000 a year. 
The nation’s mothball fleets will remain, but the Navy feels 
modern technology is making the old ships obsolete. Even if 
reactivated, few would be able to accommodate data systems, 
equipment for satellite communications, computers for firing 
guns, electronic guidance gear for automated carrier landings and 
shiptward sewage treatment. 
“ You can’t put a safe in a baby carriage and expect it to stand 
up,” former First Fleet commander Adm. Isaac Kidd once sakl. 
‘“niere is a point beyond which you cannot modernize old ships 
because the platform won’t hold it.” 
Rep. Bob Wilson, R-Calif., disagrees to an extent. 
“ There’s no question about the importance of maintaining a 
mothball fleet,” he said. “ History has taught us Uiis much. I 
remember back to the late 1930s when hundreds of U.S. destroyers 
mothballed in San Diego were activated under the Lend Lease 
program and used by our ally England for defensive purposes at 
the start of World War 11. 


Okra seeds new protein powerhouse 


KINGSTON, R.I. (U PI I - 
Two University of Rhode Island 
researchers searching for new 
sources of protein believe that 
okra seeds could serve as an 
alternate to soybeans, the most 
common protein substitute for 
meat. 
“ People tend to think of okra 
like string beans, something to 
eat in the immature green pod 
stage,” said Spiros M. Constan- 
tinides, professor of food and 
nutrition. “ But if the pods are 
allowed to ripen, there are big 
seeds which can be dried, 
pressed for oil and ground into 
flour.” 
He said the mature seed of 
the okra plant is superior in 
nourishment to most other 
frequently eaten seeds. 
Copstantinides said animals 
fed okra flour ^w ed an 
excellent pattern of growth in 
recent experiments. He said 
the food was efficient, that 
it could replace soybeans in 
animal feed and as a protein 
supplement in food products 
such as noodles, soups and dry 
mixes. 
Okra, a kind of hibiscus 
closely related to cotton, is 
grown in large amounts in the 
southern United States. Its 
pods range from four inches to 
a foot in length and are 
generally cooked and canned 
when young and tender. 
Constantinides and graduate 
student 
Pa vo ls 
A. 
Karakoltsidis were among the 
first to study okra seed as a 
food 
and 
discussed 
their 
findings 
at 
a 
recent 
International (ingress of Food 
Science and Technology in 
Madrid. 
“ Okra grows in a semiarid 
climate which is found in many 
parts of the world including 
most of the developing na­ 
tions,” 
Constantinides 
said. 
“ The yield per acre is as good 
as soybeans, it doesn’t demand 
as much fertilizer and two 
crops can be grown every 
year.” 
The researchers said they 
believe the okra bean meets all 
the requirement for a rich 
plant protein food and could be 
used as soybeans are now —for 
flour and feed. Okra seed also 
contains 20 per cent polyun­ 
saturated oil. 
“ There are several seeds 
that can be ground into flour, 
but none of them is a complete 
protein as is found in meat,” 
Constantinides 
said. 
“ However, if you combined 
several of these flours from 


different seed sources, then the 
mixture of proteins obtained is 
of 
high 
value. 
This 
is 
important, especially in areas 
where meat is scarce.” 
He said scientists need to 
continue such research into 
vegetables to study their value 
for nourishment as the world’s 
burgeoning 
population 
increases the demand for food.

“ Another time when a mothballed fleet came in handy was at 
the start of the Korean War. There’s no doubt that when an 
emergency situation arises it’s smart to have reserve equipment 
around for our direct or indirect use.” 
The term “ mothballed” derived from a plastic covering placed 
over retired equipment such as gun mounts, making them 
resemble cocoons. 'This practice was discontinued recently in 
favor of rust-preventing electrodes, oiling and greasing the guns 
and constant dehimidification. 
Most of the decommissioned ships have been sold for scrap or 
used for target practice. 
Sales of parts and machinery from 37 vessels here last October 
netted $328,000 and brought shoppers from all over the country. 
The carrier Kearsarge, largest ship in the San Diego mothball 
fleet, would have cost $53 million to reactivate in 1971, and that 
figure did not include installing modern technology. 
The New Jersey was reactivated during the Vietnam War for 
long-distance shelling. The cost for the eight-month rehabilitation 
project was $22 million. 
Oif the handful of vessels remaining at the Naval Inactive Ships 
Maintenance Facility, only the guided missile light frigate 
Galveston has a chance for survival, as a museum in its namesake 
city. 
The 
American Society of 
Military 
History fought an 
unsuccessful battle to save the heavy cruiser Los Angeles from 
the junk dealers but failed. 
The society hoped saving the Los Angeles would mark a return 
of the investment residents made in 1944. They oversubscribed a 
special war bond loan to the tune of $80 million, enough to build the 
cruiser and four destroyers as well. 
While there is little sentiment against closing the facility, 
saying goodby to individual ships has brought emotion. 
When the carrier Ticonderoga was deconunissioned in Novem­ 
ber of 1973, Rear Adm. James B. Stockdale said, “ It’s like saying 
goodby to an old friend.” 
The Ticonderoga was all but destroyed when two Japanese 
kamikaze planes crashed into it during World War II, killing and 
wounding 
200 men. 
Nevertheless, 
it 
was 
repaired 
and 
recommissioned in 1957 as an attack carrier off Vietnam and later 
was the prime recovery ship for the Apollo 16 and 17 missions and 
Skylab 1, proving its reactivation value at the time. But now it is 
outmoded. 


The Navy during the past 18 months has home-ported more ships 
in San Diego, including a growing number of nuclear-powered 
vessels. Officials agree more space is needed to cut down on 
congestion, so all that will remain from the space occupied by the 
mothball fleet is nostalgia.

Legislation compelling oil com­ 
panies and utility firms to 
develop geothermal resources 
or sell them was proposed 
yesterday by three Democratic 
assemblymen. 
Supported by Assembly and 
Senate leaders, the bill would 
give the new state Energy 
Resources and Development 
Commission the authority to 
regulate development of geo 
thermal resources. 
Geothermal power, derived 
from the earth's natural steam 
heat, is virtually pollution free 
and far less costly than other 
forms 
of 
energy 
such 
as 
nuclear power and oil, said 
Assemblyman Lawrence Kapi- 
loff, D-^n Diego, principal 
author of the measure. 
He said oil companies and 
some utilities “ are buying up 
thousands of acres of land with 
geothermal potential and seem 
to be dragging their feet on 
development.” 
Kapiloff said the legislation 
would give the energy commis­ 
sion power to tell owners of 
geothermal land, “ You either 
develop or divest your in­ 
terest.” The commission also 
would set deadlines for firms to 
develop geothermal resources. 
He was joined at a news 
conference by two Assembly 
coauthors, Tom Suitt, D-lndian 
Wells, and Terry Goggin, D-San 
Bernardino. In addition, the bill

by

Speaker Leo T. McCarthy and 
Senate President Pro Tern 
James R. Mills. 
Kapiloff said a second bill 
would be introduced later to 
give 
substantial 
state 
tax

He said 
the “ carrot” would be the most 
generous tax incentive given by 
the legislature. 


(Toggin charged that the 
petroleum 
industry 
and 
utilities “ for their own selfish 
reasons” have purchased large 
tracts of land with geothermal 
potential “ to slow development 
of this resource.” 


“ I don’t think this legislature 
is going to let the oil companies 
shut down a resource of energy 
so they can charge outrageous 
prices for oil,” he added.

Conigliaro, at one time one of the

sluggers, returned to baseball as the 
Boston Red Sox opened their season with 
a 5-2 victory over the Milwaukee 
Brewers. 
He had been out of baseball for more 
than three years but got a standing 
ovation from the fans, reminiscent of 
the days he was one of their favorites. 
Not only were the fans pulling for him 
but Mother Nature seemed to be also. 
Each time Conigliaro got into the 
batter’s box, the sky lightened up and 
cast his shadow onto the field. The sun 
went behind the clouds again after his 
time at bat. 
Conigliaro made no mention of the 
coincidence, but did say, "Without the 
fans’ prayers and their backing, I 


wouldn't have made it.” 
"One thing really impressed me—the 
ball looked like a basketball,” said the 
30-year-old designated hitter, who first 
came up with Boston in 1964. "I took 
close pitches and 1 saw the ball well.” 
Conigliaro wasn't seeing well at all in 
July, 1971, when he left the California 
Angels because of deteriorating vision in 
his left eye. The sight had been impaired 
by a 1967 beaning while he was with 
Boston but Conigliaro came back to hit 
56 homers in 1969-70 for the Red Sox. 
Conigliaro was traded to the Angels in 
late 1970 but quit baseball after being 
told his vision would never improve. He 
opened a nightclub and golf course and 
took up new hobbies, including karate. 
Baseball was a forgotten dream until 
last August when Conigliaro noticed he 
"was seeing the golf ball better.” 


An eye test showed the vision in his 
left eye had improved markedly.

In making his debut as baseball’s first black 
manager a success, Frank Robinson borrowed an 
axiom made famous by another ex-Cleveland Indian 
player-manager, Lou Boudreau: 
—Quite often, to be a successful player-manager 
means being your own best player. 
Robinson was not solely responsible for the 
Cleveland Indians’ opening day victory over the New 
York Yankees Tuesday, but his solo homer in the 
bottom of the first inning most certainly set a 
Boudreau-type example for the rest of the Indians 
who responded — mostly through the efforts of Boog 
Powell’s three hits and two RBIs — by overcoming an 
early 3-1 deficit to win, 5-3. 
"It was great and a tremendous win,” said Robin­ 
son, whose homer was the 575th of his career. "I just 
went blank after hitting it, but when I got to third base 
I thought Will wonders never cease.’” 
As for Powell, Robinson’s long-time teammate 
when with the perennial pennant-winning teams in 
Baltimore during the 1960s and early 1970s, it couldn’t 
have been a more rewarding debut in Cleveland. The 
big first baseman belted a solo homer that snapped a

United States launched its first 
weather satellite 15 years ago 
this 
month 
Now 
National 
Weather Service forecasters 
would be lost without the 
routine views from orbit that 
show weather patterns as they 
develop 
Stationary satellites 22.300 
miles high are beaming de­ 
tailed pictures of North Ameri­ 
can clouds back every half hour 
around the clock and other 
weather 
eyes 
are circling 
Earth in lower north-south 
polar orbits to keep a twice a 
day watch on other parts of the 
globe 
Since the weather satellite 
system became operational m 
1966, weathermen say no major 
storm has gone undetected. 
The 
early 
warnings 
of 
hurricanes and tropical storms 


Every major storm detected since 1966 


have been credited with saving 
countless lives and millions of 
dollars worth of prc^rty. 
The newest satellites not only 
watch 
for 
tropical 
storm 
development, 
but they are 
maintaining a constant watch 
for the buildup of other severe 
storms 
such 
as 
tornados, 
thunderstorms and squall lines 
over the continent. 
When the first Tiros was 
launched from Cape Canaveral 
on April 1. 1960, all space 
agency officials hoped for was 
one usable picture. 
“The real thrill was in racing 
back to the receiving station to 
watch the first pictures come 
back over the transmitter,” 
said Abraham Schnapf, manag­ 
er of the Tiros program for the 


RCA Codrp., which builds the 
Tiros type satellites. 
Twenty-five other satellites 
of the Tiros class have since 
been launched —23 successfully 
—in 
addition 
to 
a 
larger 
experimental series known as 
Nimbus and two of the new 
stationary type. 
"We’re doing far more than 
our wildest dreams in those 
days,” said David Johnson, 
director of the Environmental 
Satellite 
Service 
of 
the 
N atio n al 
O ceanic 
and 
Atmospheric 
Administration 
(NOAA).

The $15 million stationary 
satellites, called Synchronous 
M eteorological 
Satellites 
(SMS) by the space agency, 


were launched last year and 
both are working although the 
first has had troubles with a 
communications amplifier due 
to faulty soldering by one 
factory worker. 
A third SMS, built by Philco 
Ford, is scheduled for launch­ 
ing in October. It is the first of 
its type to be paid for by NOAA

America, the western Atlantic 
and the eastern Pacific. 
Two 
advanced

to make vertical atmospheric 
temperaUire soundings which 
are valuable for forecasts. 


NOAA plans to use both types 
of satellites —the stationary 
ones to keep an around the 
clock vigil over the United 
States and the polar orbiters to 
watch the rest of the world's 
weather and to make the 
temperature soundings.

SEATTLE, Wash. (UPI) — Three aerospace 
companies that have had a key role in 
America’s exploration of space are designing 
the autom at^ brains and muscles for an 
orbiting telescope that would give astronomers 
a view of the universe 10 times sharper than 
they get from the ground. 
The giant eye in the sky, tentatively scheduled 
to be launch^ in the next decade, should help 
scientists answer some major astronomical 
puzzles such as the physical nature of pulsars, 
the structure of comets and the scale and 
curvature of the universe.

report that the Large Space Telescope be the 
only new space research mission to be 
undertaken by NASA in the next fiscal year. The 
board said the telescope should be followed by a 
series of permanent national and international 
orbiting observatories. 
Plans call for the Large Space Telescope to be 
placed in orbit 323 miles high -well above the 
distorting and blocking effects of earth’s 
murky atmospheric sheath. The scope will 
weigh 21,000 pounds and its main body will be 
41.7 feet long and 13.1 feet wide. Its mirror will 
be between 6.6 and 9.9 feet in diameter. 
The telescope would be carried into orbit by 
the space shuttle rocket plane now under 
development. Every 2Vk years or so, the shuttle 
would bring the telescope back to earth for 
refurbishment and instrument updating. In the 
meantime, shuttle astronauts would provide 
periodic maintenance in space. 
NASA selected the Boeing Aerospace Co., 
Seattle, Lockheed Missiles and Space Co., 
Sunnyvale, Calif., and the Martin Marietta 
Corp., Denver, to carry out parallel preliminary 
design work on a support systems module for 
the big telescope. 
The module would be the observatory’s brains 
and muscle and would handle power, control, 
pointing, data handling and communications. 
After the studies are complete and examined, 
NASA plans to solicit industry-wide bids for the 
detailed design, development, fabricatkin and 
test phases of the module, as well as for the 
integration of the module with the optical 
telescope

and

instruments.

tells them that using condoms 
in intercourse can actually 
make Uiem fertile again. Many 
have undergone batteries of 
medical tests to find out why 
they cannot have children. 
“Condom therapy” is pre­ 
scribed only for Uie 2 to 2.5 per 
cent of couples who are unable 
to 
have 
children 
for

discernible reason. In these 
instances, researchers often 
find that the woman literally 
has become allergic to her 
husband’s sperm. 
Using a condom prevents the 
sperm from coming in contact 
with 
the 
woman’s vaginal 
tissues. In effect, it allows her 
to 
get 
over 
the 
allergy, 
according to Dr. Sidney Shul- 
man, a researcher at New York 
Medical College. 
After a time, usually six to 
nine months, the couple can 
resume intercourse without a 
condom and have a child, he 
said. 
Dr. Keswani said the usual 
patient reaction is disbelief. 
‘‘They say, ‘You mean I’m 
allergic to my own husband? 
Well, I’m allergic to everything 
else.’ Others say, ‘Thank God 
you’ve found something,”’ she 
said. 
Dr. Keswani said the anti­ 
body 
which 
makes 
some 
women 
allergic 
to 
their 
husband’s sperm was first 
discovered by a group of 
Michigan 
researchers 
who 
were trying to find out why 
some prostitutes who did not 
use 
contraceptives 
never 
became pregnant. The results 
of their studies led to condom 
therapy. 
The Michigan group has since 
done research that may make 
it possible to classify different 
sperm antibodies in much the 
same way blood types are 
classified. Dr. Keswani said.

established by its appearance.

Absolute uniformity of design 
is monotonous and boring, and 
will drive people away. On the 
other 
hand, 
outrageous

He 
reasons that the populist fads, uncoupled 
from vision, have brought the nation to 
the brink of any number of disasters.

emergency way out of congressionally 
induced financial catastrophe: 1 can’t 
prove it, but my information is the day 
will come when the government will tell 
us to turn in ten old dollars for one new 
dollar.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - During 
his term as Secretary of Defense, I 
heard Melvin Laird say in private 
conversation that he could, if permitted 
to 
supervise 
cuts, 
reduce 
Defense 
civilian manpower 10 per cent with no 
loss in capability. 


I have discussed at 
length the problem of 
officer 
overstrength 
with senior Pentagon 
personnel men. Their 
conclusion is that judi­ 
cious cuts, properly 
timed, can serve to 
strengthen the fight­ 
ing forces. 


I have made analyses of selected 
offices and units to determine for 
myself the effect of eliminating men and 
women in uniform and out. In every 
case, which included studies of work 
done by each individual, I concluded 
between 15 to 25 per cent of - the 
personnel could be dropped, with an 
increase in efficiency. 
It is therefore my belief that a 20 per 
cent personnel cut is called for. 
As a strong believer in national 
defense, for the above reasons I am 
convinced 
we 
could 
reduce 
future 
Defense Department budgets by $5 
billion 
and 
emerge 
with 
improved 
national security. 


There are 3 1 million military men 
and women and civilians in the Defense 
Department 
budget. 
A 
selective 
reduction of 620,000 would save $8 billion 
a year. 
Those 
who 
could 
be 
eliminated 
without loss include picked officers and 
enlisted men and civilians, high ranks 
and low. 
There 
should 
be 
com parable 
reductions in the reserves, eliminating 
the least efficient and phasing out units 
the Defense Department is unable or 
unwilling to properly tram and equip 
Some 
$5 
billion 
of 
the 
above- 
mentioned $8 billion m cuts should be 
saved, 
and future Defense budgets 
reduced accordingly. But note that a 
phasing out would not bring all these 
savings in one year, or even two. 
The other $3 billion available as a 
result of these personnel reductions 
should be diverted to four areas . 
— $950 million a year for added 
research and development to assure that 
we get a dollar’s worth for every dollar 
spent on weapons, and to prevent our 
being caught short by Russian technical 
breakthroughs as a result of their very 
large R and D program. 


— $850 million a year for civic action 
programs 
which 
would 
serve 
as 
specialized 
on-the-job 
training 
for 
military units and be of peacetime 


assistance to the civilian economy. 
— $800 million a year for upgrading 
the training and equipment of the 
smaller reserve — so that it would be 
ready for action in reality as well as on 
paper. 
— $400 million a year for a more 
intensive high vocational school college 
and graduate level technical educational 
program for enlisted men and civilian 
employes, and for those reservists and 
regular army officers not adequately 
covered now. 
The regular Army, Navy and Air 
Force are too large for the quick 
reaction needs of the 1970s and early 
1980s, and too small for any major war.

First 
—

Second — A cadre force, which could 
be filled in an emergency by reservists 
and civilians with the necessary skills.

An 
all 
out 
consumer-proprietary 
interest battle 
is being waged in the 
Legislature. 
It involves prescription 
drugs. The advocates claim Californians 
could save millions of dollars annually if 
pharm acists 
were 
perm itted 
to 
substitute equal drugs for trade names. 
The issue is being put to the test in 
legislation authored by Assemblyman 
Barry Keene (AB193). His 
proposal 
would 
remove 
present 
restrictions 
against 
pharm acists 
substituting 
prescription drugs for less expensive 
equivalents. A similar measure (SB384) 
has been offered in the Senate. 
Both measures have been strongly 
opposed 
by 
the 
Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers who justify their higher 
prices by claims of costs of research in 
the development of drugs 
They have also had opposition from 
the medical association but proponents 
say that their fears have been removed 
by provisions which make it clear a 
doctor may specify no substitutions in 
any prescription he writes. 
Such a provision is already in force in 
connection with MediCal where the 
state claims a savings of over $20 
million 
a 
year 
by 
perm itting 
substitutions, 
lit that connection a 
doctor who specifies no substitution 
laD i/o c th o n a tio n ! tn fn n t th p p o s t OVPr 


the Medi-Cal allowance. 
Not to be caught in the middle of an 
industry tug of war which could place 
them in a bad light with no benefits, the 
California Pharmaceutical Association, 
representing the retail druggists, has 
thrown its lot with the consumer affairs 
department and other consumer groups. 
As the advocates point out, 
the 
pharmacist spends six years at a 
university 
studying 
ch em icals, 
b i o p h a r m a c e u t i c s , 
and 
pharmacokinetics. He is qualified to 
compound and has learned to recognize 
poor quality chemicals and poor quality 
preparations. In substituting drugs he is 
using that knowledge to give the patient 
an equal or better drug at a lower cost. 


They emphasize he cannot substitute 
drugs 
which 
have 
d i f f er en t 
characteristics and may therefore have 
dissimilar contraindications. 


Major brand name prescription drugs 
are marketed largely by detail men who 
call upon physicians and provide them 
with information about their product. 
Discussions of cost are not involved in 
such presentations nor is the physician 
given an unbiased quality comparison 
with other products. As the advocates 
say, “The deciding factor on which a 
drug 
is 
prescribed 
is 
often 
the 


persuasiveness of the detailman and the 
promotional literature supplied by the 
company. The average drug prices are 
inflated by 
25 per cent to cover 
promotional expenses 


A Consumer Union funded study by 
the Council on Economic Priorities 
reportedly found that one manufacturer 
produced a drug for four different 
wholesalers who marketed the product 
at prices varying as much as 300 per 
cent. It also said that in one study it 
found that out of $137 million paid by 
pharmacies 
for 
seven 
antibiotics 
purchased from 11 different firms, $00 
million represented premium payments 
to wholesalers. 


Advocates also point to the claims of a 
panel of experts in the Office of 
Technology Assessment concluding that 
85 
to 90 
per cent 
of chemically 
equivalent 
products 
represented 
no 
problems of therapeutic equivalency 
and could be used interchangeably. 
From the arguments advanced it 
would seem that the prohibitions against 
substituting 
chemically 
equivalent 
generic drugs for brand names is 
inimical to a free enterprise society. 
And it compels the druggist to be a 
guardian of the protective fence against 
competition built by the manufacturers.

Today’s markets offer a tremendous variety of 
foods for eating pleasure We should know how 
to choose foods for sound nutrition as well as eat­ 
ing enjoyment. The USD.A has recommended 
an easy-to-follow Basic-4 Food Guide to help 
plan daily meals, Each of the four fix)d groups 
contains nutrients important to good health. 
Choose at least the minimum number of servings 
from each of the groups. Then choose additional 
items from all four groups or from other foods not 
included in the four groups. These foods can be 
added to make meals more appetizing and attrac­ 
tive. Sizes of servings will differ, of course, with 
sizes, ages and activity of individuals. (Small for 
young children, large for very active adults and teen-agers ) Pregnant or nursing 
women also need more food from the Basic-4 Groups.
